Postal Employes 
To Get Pay Hike 


WASHINGTON (AP)-President 
Kennedy signed a bill Thursday 
that raises postage rates for ev­ 
erybody and gives pay increases 
to 1.6 million federal workers. 
Tile salary increases start with 
the next pay period and Kenne­ 
dy called this part of the bill “the 
most comprehensive and signifi­ 
cant salary revision in nearly 40 
years.” 
Asserting the higher pay scales 
should attract more capable work­ 
ers, Kennedy urged all depart­ 
ment and agency heads to try to 
turn out the same amount of work 
with fewer people. 
The pay increase, averaging 9.6 
per cent for a million white col­ 
lar workers and 11.2 per cent for 
600,000 postal workers, Is expected 
to cost $1.05 billion a year when it 
becomes fully effective in 1964. 
The new postage rates going 
Into effect next Jan. 7 are calcu­ 
lated to yield an additional $600 
million a year by 1966. 
Most of this, or $459 million, 
will come from a one-cent in­ 
crease In first class and air mail 
stamps. 


Here are the new rates: 
First Class Mail—Regular letters 
will require a 5-cent stamp, air 
mail 8 cents, and post cards 4 
cents. These increases, adding one 
cent to present rates in all three 
cases, are effective Jan. 7, 1963.

Fire Prevention 


Th!* !* the tim e of year when a nigh t­ 
ly inspection tour of your home m ay 
prevent a disastrous fire, reports the 
Pennsylvania Department of H ealth’s 
Regional Environmental Safety Repre­ 
sentative, Gerald F. Blaum of Region I. 
Studies of the causes of loss of life in 
night fires made recently indicate th a t 
hundreds of persons lose their lives each 
year because of inadequate or no plan­ 
ning. 
Blaum advises th at some one person 
in the household make an inspection o f 
the home before retiring each night. 
( heck to see that there are no sm ould­ 
ering cigarettes; the fireplace screen is 
closed; all portable stoves and heaters 
have been turned o f f ; the furnace is 
u prating properly. 
A dress rehearsal for a fire is also 
advocated by the Division, so that ev­ 
eryone in the home will know what to

do if fire should break out In the night. 
Especially important is that there '»e 
two exits to every sleeping room, and 
that at least one window in each bed­ 
room is unlorked so that a quick exit 
can lie m ade. 
A rope ladder is one item of equip­ 
ment often overlooked by m any which 
should be available in bedrooms on the 
second floor. 
Living quarters should be 
planned so that there are ready and 
sufficient m eans of escape, particularly 
for persons above the second floor. Fire 
drill tim e in every family should be a 
“must” at regular intervals. 
Hundreds of night fire victim s fail 
to escaj>e their peril each year because 
of panic, terror or bewilderment result­ 
ing from a sleep -fugged m ind, 
lf you 
have taken the proper planning meas­ 
ures before retiring, your chances of 
escaping such a tragedy a le much la t­ 
ter, Mr. Blaum reports. 


N o Tears For Transit Bill 


An end-of-session Congressional log­ 
jam isn’t all bad. 
Among the bills Con­ 
gress appears all but certain not to act 
nj] before it goes home is the A dm inis­ 
tration’s mass transit bill. It would p n> 
\ ide $500 million 
in Federal aid 
to 
states and local governments to pay 
part of the cost of improving both pub- 
1 ic and private m ass transportation in 
urban areas. 
Few* people would deny that urban 
m a ss 
transit 
generally could 
stand 
som e improvement. And there is little 
question that as som e Federal aid pro­ 
gram s go the transit bill represents 
w hat one of its supporters has called 
“a modest proposal.” 
Rut it is also clear that the m easure 
offers a prime exam ple of the fuzzy- 
minded approach 
to essentially local 
and regional m atters. 
That view holds 
that if a problem ex sists it can som ehow 
be solved by Federal intervention and 
dollars. And it’s a reasonable assum p­ 
tion. based on past performance, that 
th e planned authorization of $500 m il­ 
lion for the program ’s first three years 


would turn out to he only the begin­ 
ning of a series of constantly increas­ 
ing Federal expenditures. 
Fortunately, though, the bill’s own 
defects helped to hog it down in this 
session o f Congress. 
For instance, al­ 
though 
it 
was designed lo meet an 
urban dvelopm ent problem, a popula­ 
tion of 2,500 persons was declared to 
he the standard of eligibility for aid. 
How a place with 2,500 residents could 
he 
considered 
as 
“urban” 
and 
its 
transit facilities a proper subject for 
Federal 
concern never w as satisfac­ 
torily explained, possibly 
!>ecause it 
simply can ’t be. 
If Federal aid for m ass transit is 
indeed a dead issue at th is session of 
Congress, it’s pretty certain attempts 
will lie m ade to revive it at the next. 
Meantime, i f s a good sign th at the bill 
has m et such healthy skepticism in 
lK)th houses. 
At least som e people in 
the Government don’t buy the ndfTon 
that th e Federal aid road is the right 
one for every problem.

All three nations have large 
military force* standing guard 
on borders lined with Russian 
troop* or those of her Commun­ 
ist satellite*. 
The President recently made 
his bombshell decision on the 
basis of recommendations of the 
National Security Council, 
the

His ruling freezes an estimat­ 
ed $560 million — $240 million in 
military aid to South Korea; $2.10 
million to Turkey; and $90 mil­ 
lion for Greece. 
These reductions ale triple the 
$175 million (ait by Congress 
from the President’s overall mil­ 
itary aid request of $1.5 billion. 
Only mil.tary equipment and 
funds already programmed from 
previous congressional appropri­ 
ations but not yet shipped will 
be sent to these allies, accord­ 
ing to the NSC paper now being 
circulated within the Kennedy 
Administration. 


Economic aid of more than 
$400 million to be furnished these 
countries during the coming year 
will not be affected by the Pres­ 
ident's decision. Other technical 
aid programs also will be con­ 
tinued. 
In making these drastic cut­ 
backs, the President began put­ 
ting into effect a radical new 
military aid program that will 
have a revolutionary impact on 
U.S. foreign policy throughout 
the world.

A Cesarean operation is m ere­ 
ly a surgical detour through the 
front of the abdomen.

For example: Russia and Iran 
exchanged notes which included 
a Persian promise that it would 
“not grant the right to any for­ 
eign state to have rocket basses 
of any kind” on its territory.

greeted 
“with satisfaction this guaran­ 
tee from a full-fledged member 
(rf the Western Central Treaty 
Organization. Soviet-Iraruan rela­ 
tions are now considered at their 
best since the U25. signed a bi­ 
lateral defense pact with Iran la 
March 1969. 
Significantly, this move toward 
Russia by Iran took place less 
than a month after Vice Presi­ 
dent Johnson left Tehran after 
what the State Department des­ 
cribed a* a profitable visit. 
Johnson alw mode state visits 
to Turkey and Greece, the two 
NATO allies being hit by the new 
foreign aid policy of the Ken­ 
nedy Administration.
